TARIFF SUGGESTIONS 


And Plans for Regulating

WASHINGTON, Dec. 91.—The annual re- 


port of Hon. John G. Carlisle,, secretary of 
the treasury, was transmitted to congress 
yesterday. The secretary estimates the 
revenues of the. government for the fiscal 
year which will end on June 30 at $430,- 
131,000, and that the expenditures tor the 
same period will amount to $458,131,000, 
leaving a deficit of $38,000,000 on the year. 
He mentioned that there are Pacific rail- 
road bonds, known as "currency sixes," 
^issued in aid of the Pacific railroads, fall- 
ing due within the year 1894, to the 
amount of $2,853,000, which must be paid 
,at maturity, and recommends that con- 
gress take action at this session,to provide 
for them. 


The Secretary's Suggestions. 


He suggests as a means of. enabling the 


government to promptly meet the emerg- 
ency and to provide a larger reserve fund 
several courses of action. .One is the.issue 
of 8 per cent five-year bonds, in nmall 
amounts, to be disposed of through the 
sub-treasuries and postoffices to onr own 
people. Another, the issue of $50,000,000 
in one-year 3 per cent bonds at par. Until 
the effect of the repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver pm-chase is more tully Developed, he 
does not consider it advisable to; recom- 
mend further specific legislation on that 
subject. 
He favor-i legislation to authorize a 


more extended use of silver certificates. 
He refers to the opinion of his predecessor 
and of the late attorney general that the 
gain of seigniorage resulting from the 
coinage, of the silver bullion... as sit .'pro- 
gresses constitutes a part of the general 
assets oC the treasury, a'nd states that he 
has ordered the mints at New Orleans 
and San Francisco to be kept in readiness 
to commence thfe coinage of standard'sil- 
ver dollars at any time when required. 


He champions the system of substitut- 


ing ad valorem duties for specific duties in 
the collection, of customs, and recom- 
mends an increase of 10 cents a gallon in 
the internal" revemie .tax on- distilled, 
spirits, the imposition of additional inter- 
nal revenue tax on cigars and eigarets, 
tlie imposition of. new taxes on playing- 
cards, cosmetics,'perfumeries, legacies and 
successioiisfand incomes derived from in- 
vestments in stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions and joint stock companies. 


To Rush the Tariff Bill. 


It is the purpose of the managers of the 


house1 to'-foroe'the tariff 'bill through, al- 
most without consideration by that branch 
if possible. If they can get the party to 
stand by the measure blindly enough to 
render such a course possible, they pro- 
pope to give the Kepublicans to under: 
stand that since it is a party measure 
bhey have nothing to do with it, aud to 
rush the bill through in a week or at the 
most 10 days. In other' words, they will 
treat the minority in the house as they did 
in committee if there are not too many 
tickers iii their own ranks. * 


The committee have come to no final 


agreement as to the internal, revenue 
feature of .the. bill, .but they give assiir- 
ances that the whole measure'-1'will be 
complete when it is taken up for discus-, 
sion after the holidays. The letter af 
Senator Murphy to .the Troy meeting of 
wotest, stating that he will act .in sym- 
jathy with their opposition' to the.bill, 
:auses great uneasiness among the cham- 
rions at the measure. It. is made quite 
evident to them now that even if the 
measure is put through the house in its 
jresent form it is liable to be cut to pieces, 
mless the Republicans refuse to, lend 
;heir votes to the assistance of. the kickers 
among the Democratic senators. 


"While it is not definitely' known what

Kngrlnc for This Method of TransinlB- 
siou. 
The Massachusetts mills are putting in a 


new 1000 horse power-engine, having a 
wheel 30 feet in diameter, turned for . 2&!t 
inch ropes. This method of. transmitting 
power by ropes is receiving considerable 
attention in New England, and many 
plants'have been equipped with it of late. 
The: rope used in 
. England for rope 
transmission is mostly cotton, 
what-. Is 


known as the Lambeth rope .being- prefer- 
able. It. is made of four strands being 
bunched and slightly tw.isted,,.the , outside; 
of the strand 
being'covered with yarn 


that are iirmly twisled. Tho four strands 
are then laid with a'core in tlio canter to. 
form a rope, and twisted the -same as flny 
four-stranded r6pe. This makes a rope 
of extreme flexibility, one that the fibres 
will not break by'bending on each other 
when run on pulltfys. Tue rope iVill stand 
elongation or stretching of 12 inches in a 
length of 50 inches before breaking. • 


The cost of this kind of rope is one fifth 


the cost of the best oak-tanned leather belt- 
ing; 
that is, tbe rope to develop a given 


amount .of powpr will cost -one iiftli as 
much as the best, belting to do the same 
work 


TUe life of the Lambeth rope is'frotn 12 


to 14 years, and if run on pulleys properly 
grooved and of proper sizc.it will bo much 
longer, larger pulleys giving much betier 
results than smaller ones. lThe reason that 
the English system of rope transmission 
has not been developed to a larger, extent 
in Uiis country seems to bo that its merits 
are not understood, but it is now being 
developed largely in transrnissioiis where 
great power is to be supplied, especially in 
cable and electric railways.

The government troops, ou land- 
ing, began tiring at it small insurgent 
hospital, and then the main body appeared 
and advanced without seeing Admiral 
Da Gama, who, with 200 men and- four 
field guns, was concealed, in the brush- 
wood on rising ground.

yards distant, the insurgent battery opened 
lire from the four guns, firing 000 rounds 
in two hours, aud also directing a heavy 
machine gun and rifle fire upon them, kill- 
ing and severely wounding many.- Gen- 
eral Telles was one of the first wounded.

The 470,000, if Mayor Packman signs 


the resolution, will be paid into the pocket 
of a land syndicate. The city wil! then 
have to pay out^i sum e<iual to the pur- 
chase price, II not more, to put the land in 
presentable shape. The proceedings'of the 
council are here given:

On- 
ly thirteen, members, just n. quorum, were 
present, bul during the evening, members 
coniinued to enter the chamber till tha 
number reached twenty. 


Fort Bill Park Resolution I'asseil. 


Tbe resolution providing for the purchase 
of additional land for Fort Hill park was 
passed to a. second reading, without any 
debase whatever. 


A suspension of the rules was ordered on 


motion of Councilman Uunlap, and the re- 
solution look its final passage.

The report recommending the abolition 


of the crematory came for action. 


Councilman O:Sullivan desired some ia- 
nnation as to why the report should be 


Accepted. 
'-, Councilman Barclay said that the crema- 
toiy costj tgore money than the city can 
afford. 


Councilman Brunette stated that a meet- 


ing had been held in conjunction with the 
board of health, and the latter promised to 
do something better, but since then it has 
been impossible lo get a meeting, and the 
committee thought it best to recommend 
(fee abolition of tbe crematory. 


Councilman Dolan did not believe in 


abolishing the crematory; because, as he 
said, the city might have occasion to buy 
it all over asain. 


Councilman O'Sullivan said it may be

desired. Of course, he knew it cost some- 
thing: bnt it is so easy to get money now 
that ii does not connr.

information bad not been obtained to act 
one way or the other, and he therefore 
moved that the report be laid on the 
table. 


Councilman Hoban said the City of Bos- 


ton can get $2 a load for swill, and he can 
see no difference between Lowell and Bos- 
ton. 


The motion to lay on the table was 


then carried. 


With reference to the fixing of salaries 


of city officials,.tbe council adopted in con- 
currence tbe amendment offered by Alder- 
man Westall, which leaves the saleries the 
same as this year. 


Tbe council then adjourned.

Convict John BooVh addressed a Su- 


perior criminal court jury, before Judge 
Bloilgett, for half aa hour yesterday. He 
was on trial (or assault with intent to kill 
slate prison Officers 
Seavcy and Darling 


and for attempting to escape from the 
prisoa March 4 last. He plea was deliver- 
ed In a dramatic manner. Tlte court, room 
was jiirarncd to the doors.' 


He delivered his argument at tlie close 


oT tlie evidence for the prosecution. 
He 


cross-examined the povecument witnesses 
and irled to give the jury an Idea of tile 
occurrences which are tbe subject of tbe 
imlicluient, by having the witnesses point 
put their positions in, the prison by mark- 
inc them upon apian which'lie produced 
in conrt. 
The court took an adjournment trill today 
at the close of Booth's aelfpleaand the case 
will be given the. jury this luorninc, 


.State Prison Officer Seavey was the first 


witness and he 
testified substantially as 


follows: Was sitting in the guard room on 
the afternoon of Oct. IB; Booth and Mc- 
Carthy came into the room w i t h . a doll 
house; supposed it was to be shown some 
visitors if ho were in the room; Booth level-' 
cd his revolver; McCarthy ran to attack 
Officer Darliuj; threw up ray hands to 
shield myself and received the bullet in ray 
hands; 1 fell helpless, with.Bonl.h over me. 


Cross-exairined by Booth—Did not faint 


in the guardroom; was as if paralyzed; 
did not say "O, don't .lolin;" -when I was 
on the floor Booth tired; the little speck on 
his hand was powder. 


Oih'cer Darling testified—Was at one end 


of the guardroom and Seavey in the center; 
was opening the 
Rate when McCarthy 


sprang upon me and took away the keys; 
pulled my revolver and pointed it at Mc- 
Carthy; commanded liiiu to return the 
keys; he obeyed; heard shots fired; saw 
Booth rminini: to attack Scavey, who was 
in tbe center of the guardroom. 


Cross examined by Booth—Oflicer Piper 


fired a shot in the direction of Booth; Piper 
would 


Havo Shot Booth 


if he could; did not see a woman go up to 
McCarthy1 and ask for her keys. 


Prison commissioner Weiabehn testified: 


Was in thfe rotunda, aud heard the shots; 
heard four or five; saw two men come into 
the guardroom and leave EL dollhou.se; one 
went toward Officer Darling; this wns the 
colored man; the other went toward Officer 
Seavey. After this the shots were fired. 


Cross-examined 
hy Booth—Will you 


swear I was the man that went toward Offi- 
cer Seavey? A—No, sir; because I had 
never seeu the man before. 


Q. When you saw me you ran, didn't 


you? A. No, sir; I walked quickly. 


Q. You did not run. 
A. No; L walked 


as last as I could. 


Q. Did you not run toward a telephone 


closet at tlie other end of lhg guard room, 
and when a man jumped fnside it before 
you got up to it, didn't you turn in an- 
other direction? A. No, sir. 


Q. Didn't you call out "O, my; O,my?" 


A. No, sir. 


Dr. C. G. Swain, who attended Officer 


Seftvey after the shooting, testified: When 
he arrived at the prison Officer Seavey'a 
hands were helpless and bleeding; found 
tbe bullet had passed through one hand 
and lodged in the other. 
Both of the of- 


ficer's hands are disabled and the left per- 
manently. 


The defendant said lie desired to argue 


tbe case. Heaaid; "I am going to try 
and plead my just cause. I have against 
me the state of Massachusetts with an un- 
limited amouut of gold. I have no gold or 
silver dollars on my side, but I have right 
and truth. 
f 


"On Nov. 1, 1889, I stood before a Mid- 


dlesex jury and looked upon them as 
brothers, but they did not give me justice. 
I found out that men who never have been 
in state prison cannot understand men who 
are there. I know you men look upon 
tbose with fine clothes and holding hiah 
offices with high favor. I also know that 
you have disrespect for men in fetters as 
men unworthy of your consideration. But 
let roe assert that there is many a man at 
state prison who is poor of garb and ia un- 
dergoing punishment for the crime of a. 
well dressed man. 
"Island before you in the eye of the 


law innocent or the charges you are trying 
uic upon till I am proven guilty beyond a 
reasonable doubt. You cannot blindfold 
yourselves to this presumption, and 


A. KeasounlUo Doubt, 


as I understand the law, is that you must 
be able to give an explanation for the ver- 
dict you arrive at. 


"The prisoner at the bar is not a beast. 


Judge him as you would he judged if you 
were in his position. Now, there are two 
kinds of evidence known to the law—direct, 
and circumstantial. 
The former is the 


worst kind of evidence, and there never 
was a ease whereja man was rightfully con- 
victed upon it, as it opens the way for per- 
jurers. It is the kind of evidence you have 
in this case. 


"The other-kind is superior to direct evi- 


dence, as it treats of actions and things 
done, and what better proverb is there than 
that wliirh says, 'Actions speak louder 
than words?" 


"Now, gentlemen, you must set at the 


truth. Truth, the mo-t precious jewel the 
world over. 
Officer Piper Is not here. 


Where is ho? 
They did not hring him 


here. Why? Because lie shot Officer Sea- 
vey. 
That Beavey swore my life away, 


Officer Darling told the truth; Seavey did 
not. 


'There is a law in this state to the effect 


that no man shall be punished twice lor 
the same crime. 
The prison officials had 


the right to put roc in a place, of safe keep- 
ing, hut they had no right to turn 
safe 


keeping into punishment. TJiey put me 
in solitary confinement for seven days after 
this trouble. They gave me on each of 
those seven days but an ounce of bread and 
and a pint of (voter. 
They talk about the 


czar of Russia and inhuman Siberia; but if. 
you could only see the brutality and injus- 
tice imposed in. this very;.state your eyes 
would be opened. You should bring in a 
verdict to discharge. 
"I am not a Sampson, yet I oould make 


short work of many things that ocople 
think I could nol, if I but would. " With 
one pound of glycerine, one pound of nitric 
acid aud one pound of sulphuric acid, mix- 
ed together, a. man could blow the doors of 
that prison to the

if he -wished. I say; tuis in no boastful 
way. I have read, that Samson.-with the 
jawbone of an ass beat down 1000 men. * 


"One mnn can dp;a great deal more than 


some will give him credK foK "If.''.'driven. 
;o'desperation;- he can do Something more. 
I have not attempted anything that would 


result to the injury of many because I have 
Been too many little sons and daughters of 
neighbors to the prison playing around 
that place under God's sunlight, and I 
hove cherished them." 


"It almost seems as if I am in the realm 


of universal adversity. I did not shoot 
Officer Seavey. I had a wooden pistol. 
It was Officer Piper who ahot him. :

, Dec, 21.—The annual re- 


port of Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary, of 
. the treasury, was transmitted to congress 
yesterday. The secretary estimates .the 
revenues of the government for the fiscal 
year which will end on June 30 at 1430,-. 
121,000, and that the expenditures for the 
same period "Will amount to 8458,121,000, 
leaving a deficit of 128,000,000 on tha year. 
He mentioned that there are Pacific rail- 
road bonda, known as "currency sixes," 
.issued in aid of the Pacific railroads, fall- 
ing due -within' the year 1894, to the 
amount of i2,'d32,000, which must be paid 
.at maturity,, and recommends that con- 
gress take action at this session to provide 
for them. 


Tlie Secretary's STlggeationg. 


He suggests .as a means of. enabling the 


government to promptly meet the emerg- 
ency and to provide a larger reserve fund 
several courses of action. One is the issue 
of 8 per cent five-year bonds, in small 
amounts, to he disposed of through the 
sub-treasuries and postoffices to our own 
people. Another, the issue at $50,000,000 
in one-year 'A per cent,bonds at par. Until 
the effect of the repeal of the Sherman sil- 
ver purchase is more fully , developed, he 
does not consider it advisable to recom- 
mend further specific legislation, on that 
subject. 


He favon legislation to authorize * 


more extended use of silver certificates. 
He refers to the opinion of his predecessor 
and of the late attorney general that the. 
gain of seigniorage resulting from the 
coinage of the silver bullion as it pro- 
gresses constitutes a part of the general 
assets of the treasury, and states that he 
has ordered the mints at New Orleans 
nnd San Francisco to be kept in readiness 
to commence the coinage of standard sil- 
ver dollars at any time when required. 


He champions the system of substitut- 


ing ad valorem duties for specific duties in 
the collection of customs, and recom- 
mends an increase of 10 cents a gallon in 
the internal" revenue tax on distilled 
spirits, the imposition of additional inter- 
nal revenue tax on cigars and cigaiets, 
the imposition of new taxes on playing- 
cards, cosmetics, perfumeries, legacies and 
BUccessions?*and incomes derived from in- 
vestments in stocks and bonds of corpora- 
tions and joint stock companies. 


To Bush the Tariff Bill. 


It is the purpose of the managers of tie- 


house to force the tariff bill through, al- 
most without consideration by that branch 
if possible. Tf they can get the party to 
Btand by the measure blindly enough, to 
render such a course possible,- they pro- 
pope to give the .Republicans to under1 
.stand that since it is a party measura 
they have nothing to do with it, and to 
rush the bill through in a week or at the 
most 10 days. In other words, they will 
treat the minority in the house as they did 
in committee if there are not too many 
kickers in their own ranks. x 
The committee have come to no final 


agreement as to the internal revenue 
feature of the bill, but they give assur- 
ances that the whole measure"-'Trill be 
complete when it is taken up for discus-, 
siou utter the holidays. The letter of 
Senator Murphy to the Troy meeting of 
protest, stating that he will act in sym- 
pathy with their opposition to the .bill, 
causes great uneasiness among the cham- 
pions of the measure. It is made quite 
evident to them now that even if the 
measure is put through the house in its 
present form it is liable to be cut to pieces, 
unless the Republicans refuse to lend 
their votes to the assistance of the kickers 
among the Democratic senators. 


While it is not definitely known what 


his course will be, the belief ifi that Mur- 
phy, Morgan, Pngli, Gorman and Mc- 
Phevson, if not several other Democrats, 
will, in one way or another, antagonize 
the Dill if it comes to them'm its present 
form. 
The 
amendments necessary to 


satisfy these men would 
destroy 
the 


whole groundwork of the bill. The dis- 
affection among the Democrats in the 
house is extremely insignificant. A sugar 
tax of one cent a pound is almost certain 
to go on the bill at some stage of the pro- 
ceedings.

PeradhS^of.t.lie ii^hest character 
for intelligence and integrity, who Jcnew 
end witnessed tHe events wHen the Ha- 
waiian monarcnV fell, contradict ex- 
pressly tie secretly collected testimony o{ 
Comraisaion.flr'Blo'unt. 


I only repeat here what liaa been amply 


verified again and1 again, that neither by 
force or threat of torce, or. by any advice 
or action of iaiae,,was the fall of the 
monarchy precipiyited. Prom the hour 
on which I entered on my duties at the 
.bead of the United States legation to the 
termination of my official responsibility 
I maintained the determination to call on 
the naval commander for aid only in the 
tT2nt teat American life and property 
were in danger. 


A Thrust at Cleveland. 


President Cleveland sees fit to make a 


point against my official conduct that 
months before tlit events of last January 
I ha.d advocated annexation. lie de- 
liberatgly and purposely ' concealo that 
-B-hat I said in my dispatch in November, 
1802, was a confidential statement to the 
department of state of the then condition 
of affairs in Hawaii, a report of facts 
which, by the established rules and prac- 
tice of diplomacy, I was in duty bound to 
make known to iny government. 


For months prior to the date of this dis- 


patch there had been a continual struggle 
between the legislature and the queen as 
to taeir respective rights regarding the 
constitution and the responsibility of the 
cabinet. Ministry.after ministry had been 
appointed in defiance of the voles of the 
legislature asd of responsible public opin- 
ion. The queen, her immoral favorite, 
Wilson, and the lottery ring openly de- 
fied the legislature and the property hold- 
ers oi the islands. 


Good People SunVred. 


Only the remarkable self-possession of 


the re«.Dectable and responsible men of 
the islands prevented an outbreak and 
the overture of the monarchy at an earlier 
day. 
The sell-possession and forbearance 


oi the men thus defied by the monarchy 
and Its parasites were remarkable, con- 
sidering that they were enduring abuses 
and scandals -which no American city or 
state would toleratv 30 days. 


But- when, the queen and her favorite 


"Wilsou yielded bv the appointment ot the 
Jones-^Vilcox cabinet, men of the highest 
respectability and responsibility, three of 
them men of wealth wishing nor for o/Iice, 
I confidentially..reached the conclusion, 
as the close of the legislature was near, 
that this ministry would be able to carry 
on the government safely for the follow- 
ing 16 months", and until the election of a 
new legislature. 
In this belief I left Honolulu in the 


tT. S. S. Boston, Jan. 4. oil a trip to Hilo, 
250 miles from Honolulu, the first, time 
for nu.nv months when I had deemed it 
safe to leave Honolulu. In the 10 days of 
our absence from the legation I bud 
fcnovnj no more of what had been trans- 
piring in Honolulu thnn though I had 
teen at that time in Washington. 


1IJ5 JkCtiirn to Honolulu. 


'When Captain WiHse and myself in the 
Boston arrived in the,harbor of Honolulu 
in the forenocm of Jeu. 14 I was com- 
pletelj taken by ' surprise at what the 
queen, the palace associates, and the lot- 
tery gang had accomplished in 10 days. 
The remonstrances of the chacabe? of com- 
merce, of the numerous petitions of some 
•f the best people of The island, both 
Trhites snd natives, and the earnest plead- 
ings of those -who had previously adhered 
to tie monarchy had been defiantly didre- 
farded. 
I found the city in great excitement.

Refused AM to Monarchy. 


Though I.wos nearly without sleep for 


Ofi hours during thotia exciting events, and 
on the afternoon of the 17th was very ill; 
I held my brain suCBLoiBntly at command 
to refuse tbe solicited.use of force to re- 
btorc the queen to tbe 'th'.rpne, which she 
had recklessly lost three days^ before, and 
to recofpiize the provisional government 
when it had become master of the situa- 
tion, the self-possession of the citizens, 
who had cliamin the committee o£ safety, 
being the only governing force in Hono- 
lulu that hud lasted from thb afternoon 
of .Tun. Hto the afternoon ol Juii 17.
